THE third series of LITTLE BRITAIN (BBC1) 
had a lot in common with Christmas. We 
looked forward to it for months. There was a 
lot of hype. Then it was over in the blink of 
an eye, and we were left feeling a bit low. 

It's hard to know why, exactly, since Messrs 
Walliams and Lucas are offering the same 
plateful of wacky British characters, just 
tip-toeing on the edges of good taste, and 
quite often toppling over it. 

There were some new additions - like the 
disgraced MP Sir Norman Fry, who had to 
explain to a crowd of reporters why he was 
caught in a compromising position with a 
Rastafarian in King's Cross. Then there's the 
sleazy Mr Dudley, who has purchased a mail- 
order bride called Ting Tong from Thailand. 
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The funniest offering came from an old 
favourite, Dafydd, whose ‘only gay in the 
village’ line has more or less replaced ‘God 
save the Queen’ as a national motto. This 
week, Dafydd decided to become a rent boy, 
and placed an advert in the parish magazine, 
thanks to a little help from the Vicar. 


Horrified 

True to form, he was then absolutely 
horrified when a large, sweaty miner came 
to the pub looking for business. 

Perhaps the real reason why the show 
disappointed us was because it’s been off the 
air for a while. It’s had time to become like 
one of those programmes of yesteryear, that 
you remember with misty eyes, until you 


find it in the bargain bucket of your local 
charity shop. Then you watch it and you 
realise it was never that brilliant after all. In 
fact, there was always something hit and 
miss about Little Britain. 

In both of the last two series, there were a 
few, fantastically bright gems amidst a pile 
of stuff that the writers obviously thought 
was funny, even if no one else got the joke – 
a good example being the bizarre Dennis 
Waterman sketch, which has been dropped. 

But audiences forgave them for the dud 
jokes, and certain characters - like shell- 
suited chav princess Vikki Pollard, or 
jealous Parliamentary aide Sebastian - 
became national treasures overnight. 

At the time, of course, they were new.
